Modern Rural Schools 


E 


LIMINATION of small rural schools which have outlived 
their day and the development of larger schools that may 


be made real centers of community life are recommended by 
Dr. William J. Cooper, United States commissioner oi edu- 
cation. 


The old one-room schoolhouse served well in the period 


.when sparse settlements and lack of good roads prevented 
the assembling of more than a few pupils in any one place 
for instruction. If it did not serve well, it at least was the best 
means available for its pu rpose. 


Much progress has already been made in the direction 


of consolidated schools, but the movement has not kept pace 
with the neeed for better planned instruction. Dr. Cooper 
-believes that all small rural schools might well be eliminated 
in districts where good roads make transportation of pupils 
for longer distances practicable. 


Where this is not feasible for all pupils, he suggests 


that those of the sixth grade and above should be transported 
to the larger schools, which should be made community Cen- 
ters In no other way will it be possible to give farm chil- 


* dren an education comparable with that enjoyed by those 


of the towns a»4 cities—and all children should have equal 
opportunities as far as it is possible to provide them. 


The matter of rural education is one of the most pressing 


of the problems which confront our educational system. It 
deserves the most earnest consideration at the hands of edu 


i aiuj the general public alike.
